NOTIFICATION 

S.O. 239(E).—Whereas the Central Govern¬ 
ment, in exercise of the powers conferred by clause 
(c) of sub-section (2) of section 0 of the Cinemato¬ 
graph Act, 1952 (37 of 1952), (hereinafter called 
the said Act) haa directed, vide gazette notification 
No. 809[5|87-FC, dated the 28th April, 1987, that 
the exhibition of the film tilled RAMBO ; FIRST 
BLOOD—PART II (Revised) (English), which was 
granted 4 A’ certificate No. A 663 on 22-12-1986 by 
the Central Board o! Film Get l i heat ion, Bombay, 
be suspended for a period of two months with 
effect from the 28th April, 1987. 

2. And whereas at the same time, tinder section 
6 (2) (a) of the said Act, the importers of the film, 
i.e., M|s. Lotus Films International, Calcutta, were 
given an opportunity to represent their views in the 
mailer by the 15tli May, 1987. 

3. And whereas, on the 14th May, 1987, the im¬ 
porters of the Film had challenged the validity of 
the Notification suspending the certification and ex¬ 
hibition of the film, through a legal notice served by 
their legal representatives MJs. Mulla & Mulla & 
Cragie Blunt & Garoe, 51, Mahatma Gandhi Road, 
Bombay-400 001, and sought information about the 
scenes, parts or dialogues which form the basis 
of the decision taken in the matter. They also 
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requested fur a personal hearing in the matter. At.- 
couhngly, the Party was supplied with the requi¬ 
site iniormation vide letter number 809|5|87-FC, 
dated June 25, 1987 and asked to appear lor hearing 
of the case on 2nd July, 1987, at 3.00 P.M. However, 
tlic hearing was postponed to 16th July, 1987 at the 
request ot the Party. The hearing took place on 
16th July 1987, and M|s. Lotus Films Interna¬ 
tional, Calcutta (the Party) were represented by 
S1 Shri Lalji Mehrotra and Kamal Bansal ot Cal¬ 
cutta, and S, Ranganathan of Delhi. 

* 4. And whereas, during the hearing, Shri Lalji 
Mehrotra, stated that a revised version, ol the film 
had been prepared in which the portions|scenes) 
dialogues found to be objectionable had been ex¬ 
cluded. He contended that, in its revised foim, the 
him did not violate the guideline pertaining to 
friendly relations with foreign countries. The re¬ 
presentatives ol Mjs. Lotus Films International also 
averred that they would be willing to make neces¬ 
sary modifications even in die title of the film. 
Thereupon, the representatives of M|s. Lotus 
Films International were directed to deposit the 
second revised print with the Filins Division Audi¬ 
torium, at No. 1, Mahadev Road, New Delhi-110 001, 
to be viewed so as to ascertain whether, in its present 
form, the film, shorn of all the objectionable scenes, 
dialogues etc., was suitable for public exhibition. 

5. And whereas the second revised version ot the 
Film was viewed on 2-120 987, by the Joint Secre¬ 
tary in the Department of Culture and representa¬ 
tives of the Ministry of External Affairs. It was 
found that even though some specific references of 
Vietnam and Soviet Union had been deleted in the 
second revised form of the film, it was evident that 
it still reflects American accusation that the Viet¬ 
namese Government is deliberately holding 
American prisoners of war and treating them in a 
most deplorable manner. Apart from the reference 


to the Vietnamese, there is clcaily an implicit depic¬ 
tion of Soviet advisers of having full knowledge 
of American prisoners of war held by the Vietna¬ 
mese and in fact .assisting tlic Vietnamese to track 
down the American hero who seeks to rescue the 
so-called prisoners, the entire nuance of the Film 
is derogatory to Vietnam, a friendly country. Even 
after direct references arc removed, it is evident that 
the Film is propagandist in nature and does harm 
our friendly relations with Socialist Republic of 
Vietnam and the USSR. 

6. And whereas the Film, even in its second re¬ 
vised form, offends the guideline relating to friendly 
relations with foreign states mentioned in para 2 
(viii) of the guidelines issued under tlic Ministry 
of Information and Broadcasting Notification No. 
F. 5]5|77-F (C), dated 7-1-1978 (as amended) and 
thus contravenes the provisions relating to “friendly 
relations within foreign states’' within the meaning 
of sub-section (i) of Section 5B of the said Act, and 
whereas the continued exhibition ol the film is 
likely to have an adverse effect on our friendly 
relations with the USSR and the Socialist Republic 
of Vietnam, the Central Government feels it neces¬ 
sary to immediately stop the exhibition oL the film 
to public so that further damage is averted. 

7. Therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred 
by clause (a) of sub-section (2) of section 0 of the 
said Act, the Central Government hereby direct that 
the film “RAMBO FIRST BLOOD—PART II” 

(Revised) (English) which was granted 7V certi¬ 
ficate by the Central Board of Film Certification, 
shall be deemed to be an uncertified film in the 
whole of India, with immediate effect, and its 
exhibition stopped forthwith.
